EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
The application has been amended as follows: 

1) Claims 1-19 drawn to the non elected invention without traverse, have been 
canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior arts are US 2006/0241304 and US 2005/0245580. Both the references are 
teaching structurally similar compounds as claimed in herein, see for example abstracts 
of both the references. However, the reference differ from the instant claims in that the 
references have monocyclic ring attached to the amino and caroboxamido group as 
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against bicyclic claimed in lierein. One of ordinary skill in the art would not arrive at the 
claimed compounds using the prior art of record.
